The name is invalid as it is 
preoccupied by the modem pulmonate Ningbingia Solem 
1981. 1 propose the new generic name Westraliadiscus gen. 
nov. in replacement of Ningbingia Cook, 1998. The name is 
for the state of Western Australia. 
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
